Post-War Cooperation 


So days ago the Soviet representatives 
to the International Food Conference at 
Hot Springs told the conference that the 
urgent question at the moment is not a plan 
for post-war food distribution but for sup- 
plying with adequate food now the armies 
and peoples fighting the Axis. 

Having made its position clear, the Soviet 
delegation has now given its endorsement to 
the American proposal for an interim com- 
mission to plan a permanent world body on 
food and agriculture: 

In endorsing this proposal, the Soviet 
delegates affirmed the position of their gov- 
ernment regarding the necessity for world 
post-war cooperation to establish a peaceful 
and secure world. They acted in the spirit 
of the United Nations charter, the Anglo- 
Soviet alliance, and the Molotov-Roosevelt 
agreements of last summer. 

Some newspaper commentators have 
sought to give the impression that doubt 
as to the Soviet attitude toward post war 
cooperation was the one obstacle to the de- 
velopment of this cooperation. Now that the 
Soviet government has agreed to post war 
organization of agriculture and food distri- 
bution, they imply, all is well. 

It seems to us that the Soviet government 
has made it abundantly clear on many occa- 
sions that it favors post war collaboration 
to solve international economic problems. 

In any case, if there were nations that had 
any apprehensions on that score, the Soviet 
action at Hot Springs has apparently allay 
them. :
